Horrible luck which has plagued Preston Makedonia all season, robbed it of at least a 
point against South Melbourne. 

A lapse by the Makedonia defence in the 45th minute allowed young Mike Michalako- 
poulos to gather the ball from a goalmouth scramble and shoot past Makedonia goalkeeper 
Phil Traianedes to score the winner for South Melbourne. 

Fullback Angie Postecoglou and striker Paul Trimboli had a hand in the goal. 

Makedonia had 80% of the play but could not capitalise on its dominance: Striker War- 
ren Spink blasted a close range shot over the bar in the 4th minute; and Robert Markovac 
was denied by South's brilliant goalkeeper, Bruce McLaren. He also saved an Andrew Zinni 
header from a corner late in the first half.

SPORTSTAR BIOGRAPHY 


NAME: Kris Trajanovski 
DATE AND PLACE OF BIRTH: 19th February, 1972 in Geelong 


Kris Trajanovski was born in Geelong on 19th February 1972, the 
son of Ron and Tina Trajanovski. Ron was a goalkeeper and later Secret- 
ary of West Geelong Soccer Club, then playing in the Western Victoria 
Soccer Association. 

Kris began his soccer career in the Under-9s at West Geelong play- 
ing at first in the Geelong Junior Soccer Association and then joining the 
Victorian Soccer Federation junior competition at Under-12. Starting in 
North West C Division, Kris helped West Geelong win the championship 
and led the team into the A Division at Under-14. His first representative 
honour was for Geelong against the Latrobe Valley and then he played 
for Geelong in the Victorian Country Championships at Swan Hill in 1984 
when the Geelong team won the title on goal difference. Kris was second 
top scorer in that competition. 

The following year he was selected for the Victorian Country Region 

squad for the Regional championships and played so well that he was 
chosen for the Victorian Country Region team to tour Europe in 1985. 
This team played and trained in West Germany at the Hennef Sports 
Centre, one of the leading soccer schools in Europe, and played matches 
in Germany, Holland, England, Scotland and Wales. On the tour Kris was 
the leading scorer with sixteen goals out of 48 scored. The tour booklet 
recorded the following about Kris. 
A late addition to the side because of his outstand- 
ing performances leading up to the Regional 
Championships this year, Kris has given strength, 
skill and striking power to the squad. A vital 
member of the Geelong East Club which won the 
North/Western C Division of the Victorian League, 
Kris came near the top of the best and fairest 
award for the whole club at all ages. He has a pow- 
erful shot and very delicate skills on the ball. He 
makes himself available for passes and distributes 
the ball effectively. He is working on his close con- 
trol. Another all round athlete he has received 
awards at Australian Rules Football and cricket. 
He plans to visit relatives in Macedonia after the 
tour is over. 
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Kris only played six games of football for Newtown when he was thir- 
teen because of his soccer commitments, yet was runner-up for the 
club’s best and fairest and also runner-up in the League. He was again 
best and fairest in the Cats School Cup, and some years later was invited 
to train with the Geelong Under-19 squad. He is also a useful golfer and 
an all-round athlete. 

Kris represented Geelong and Victoria at Indoor Soccer in 1986 and 
1987 and was chosen to train for Australia, but had to turn down the 
opportunity, once more because of his outdoor soccer commitments. He 
was a member of the only Geelong team ever to win a national club 
championship at Indoor Soccer. 

He also guested with the Bell Park team which won the Southern 
Cross Cup at Ballarat in 1985 and led the East Geelong (formerly West 
Geelong) team which won the competition in 1986. 

Kris was selected for the Western Region of the VSF for the Reg- 
ional Championships in 1986 and for the Australia Gold team which took 
part in the Under-14 World Cup at Green Gully Soccer Club that year. 
The Gold team won the competition and Kris was selected for the Victo- 
rian Under-14 team for the National Championships. The team won the 
Championships in Brisbane that year, with Kris playing in every match. 
He was chosen again the following year when the Victorians came third 
in Perth. 

He made his senior debut in the Geelong Advertiser Cup for East 
Geelong at the age of 14. In 1987 Kris joined Sunshine George Cross 
soccer club and played in its team which won the Victorian Under-15 
Super League. The following year he transferred to South Melbourne 
and helped them reach the play-offs of the National Youth League 
(Southern Division). In 1988 he was chosen for the Australian Institute of 
Sport. The AIS played in the National Youth League (Northern Division) 
and Kris was leading scorer and chosen as player of the year in the 
Northern Division at the end of the first season of summer soccer, 1989- 
1990, which concluded in May 1990. 

While at the AIS in 1989 he was selected to tour the United States 
and Canada and then in 1990 he was part of the AIS squad which toured 
Hong Kong and China, winning every match. Also in 1990 he was chosen 
to represent Canberra at senior level against Malaysia and the touring 
English Second Division team, Charlton Athletic. He made a big impres- 
sion in both matches, being noticed by the Charlton coach and the media 
for his impressive performances. 
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He had his first representative honour for his country in 1990 when 
he was selected for the australian Under-19 team 1990 which toured 
Indonesia and Singapore playing in five of the six games on the tour, 
some against senior representative opposition, and scoring four goals. 
He missed one match through injury. He went on to represent Australia 
in the qualifying tournament for the Youth World Cup in Fiji. Kris played 
in every game and scored in every one as Australia qualified for the play- 
offs against Israel which are to be held next month. Kris regards this tour- 
nament, where he was the top scorer, as his best individual performance 
to date. 

In 1990, when he left the Institute he had offers from several National 
Soccer League clubs, and eventually signed for Preston Makedonia and 
has played in every match this season for which he has been eligible. He 
scored two goals in the six-one defeat of Melbourne Croatia and the win- 
ner and only goal of the game against Sydney Croatia. He has formed a 
fearsome striking partnership with senior Socceroo, Warren Spink. Kris 
Trajanovski is recognised as one of the brightest young stars of Austra- 
lian soccer, being developed for the future Australian Olympic and World 
Cup squads. He regularly trains with the international squads, most 
recently at Monash University last month and in Sydney this week. 

His ambition is to help the Australia Under-19s to reach the World 
Cup finals in Portugal in July. For the future he hopes to become a senior 
Socceroo, and hen pursue his career overseas, where if he maintains his 
current rate of progress he should succeed.
